COLUMBIA, TENN.

Some time ago 1 promised to give
you a pea picture of the United States
Arseoal at this place and as my other
letter escaped the waste basket I will
eadeavor to fl.l my promise. In the
year 1890. sixty acres of ground were
purchased and work comwenced and
as I look from my window out upon
those massive stone structures I have
the consolation of knowing that the
stone came from old Keotucky, Two
years were required in bringing it
from somewhere near Bowling Green
The main building is 200 feet long by
60 wide snd three stories high, The
outside wall is stone, and the massiv>
cornices are of the same material,
while the fauside is lined with brick,
making the walls thiee feet thick.
Large iron pillors in columns support
the fluors ana au present the bul ding
is used by the Commissary and Quart=
er Master Sargeants. This buildiog
alone cost 8$190.000. At the entrance
from West end Avenue, isthe guard
house 20 feet square and at this gate
is the only post in the reservation.
Here six meun are on guard continually
The guard consists of a sargeant, cor-
poral, trumpeter and three privates
and t2ey areon duty 24 hours. The
guard Bouse is just across the road
from mine and I have the consolation
of knowing that when I iie down to
rest at night that I am watched over
by a boy in blue and oft times I am
awakened at mid night by that famil-
far cry, Post No. 1, 12 u’clock and all
iswell and I sometimes thint how
grand 1t Is to have your home business
and all overshadowed by O!d Glory and
under the watchful eye of a faithful
sentinel of the U. S, Army. The ress
ervation is covered with large vak
trees and beautiful driveways wind in
out among them by flower beds and
fountains, The other buildings are
the old machinery hall, headquarters
hospital, mess hall and barracks and
officers quarters—the last named 1s the
finest buildiog that 1 ever saw, being
built of stone ana is a perfect mass of
arches, gables and windows of ali sizes,
shades and blues, has eight rooms and
cost 850.000.

The reseryation was occupied for a
long time by the ordinance corps, and
at the beginning of the Spanish-Amer-
ican war they made supplies for army,
bad a machinery hall and electric light
plant but the ordinance corps took all
but the buildings when they left and
the place is now garrisoned by Compas
ny K. 16th Infantry Regulars. This
company saw active service in the
Phillippine Islands for two years and
are a fine body of men. . The oflicers,
Captain Edgar Ridepaur and Lieut
Sidney Smitb, both young of uousual
intelligence and ability. I might say
that I could siv all day and watch them
drill for they only drill one hour per
day. I have learned how to whistle,
reville, retreat, tops, tatteo, recall and
infact every call that is used and I
think myself I could be a trumpeter.
But their days here are short, the
Government has given it away for a
Training School and work will be
pusbed to that end in order to open
the school by September 1st. What a
grand place for such a school, in a fige
country and a Christian town. Soon
the Arsenal will be a thing of the past
bat 1 trust that the Columbia Milita-
ry school will be a mooument to those
who have fostered it and go down to
posterity as an organ to good Governs
ment and good citizenship.

There
never seemed to ¢ mea time when the
trought to a close,
and 1% continued from month to
woonth  Finally the preacher who in~
auyuraled the movement went away to
other fields of labor, leaving his assist
ants in charge. From time to timeé he
addressed letters to them, after the
fashion of Paul of old, giving them
spiritual admonition and directiog
them in the way

Sionce then a decade has passed, but
every night of the 3670 that have
passed since then the negroes have
gathered at the, church and some
preacher has been present always to
lead them. All of the colored preach-
ers of that neighborhood have in their
turn presided over the meeting and
many evangelists have journeyed there
from distant pirts to participate in
the great meeting.

The crowds have not uniformly been
great neither have preachers always
been eloquent and learned, bnt they
